of su ch proportions, which has not 
been seen here in recent y ears. 
The 
rising waters hav e 
reced ed tod ay 
with amazing 
rapid ity 
and 
now 
scarcely any thing is left to show for 
•the rampage only the material which 
was washed u p in the streets by the 
water. 
By noon tod ay the w ater bad 
all flowed ou t of the streets and was 
back into the mill race and in the 
lowland s. 
Ju lian street below Sec-» 
ond . and Perkins street below First* 
show the traces of the flood by the 
waste m aterial and wet cond ition of 
the streets. 
Flatroek is still ou t of 
its banks and the flood waters pra c ­ 
tically cov er the lowland s, bu t it is 
thou ght that the w ater will be back 
in the stream bed before another d ay 
has passed . 
The d amage to the crops is almost 
inestimable, so farm ers say . 
Where 
corn and other farm prod u cts were 
growing in the lowland s along the 
riv er, they were -practically d estroy ­ 
ed by the flood . 
The w ater washed 
corn from the grou nd and wrou ght 
hav oc wherev er it went. 
The flood 
was not the only cau se and possibly 
d id not d o so mu ch d amage as the in­ 
cessant heav y rain. 
Mu ch of the 
com ov er the cou nty is now ly ing on 
the grou nd and farm ers say that it 
will nev er be erect again as its stage 
of growth is too f a r along. 
The rain 
thorou ghly soaked the com stalks 
and they became so heav y that they 
fell to the grou nd . 
The rain in some 
cases beat the corn ov er, d u e to the 
fact that it was so heav y and con­ 
tinu ed for so long a time. 
Nearly all of the 
corn in 
field s 
where wheat 
lia s been sown, is ly ing 
on the grou nd . 
Farm ers say that it 
it is flu e to the fact that wheat plant­ 
ing loosened the grou nd so that the 
corn stalk roots were u nable to re ­ 
tain their hold in the grou nd . 
Most 
of the Ci rn which has fallen to the 
grou nd is practically ru ined . 
It is 
now v ery wet and its impact with the 
wet grou nd will cau se it to become 
mu sty and mold y . 
Farm ers d eclare 
that they will loose mu ch money for 
this reason. 
The flood waters threatened *0 d o 
consid erable d amage in the 
d own­ 
town d istrict y esterd ay afternoon and 
d id d o some finally . The flood cau sed 
the w ater to back u p in the sewers 
and fill u p sev eraj, cellars of f:>wn- 
town bu siness hou ses. 
Sev eral bu s­ 
iness men went into 
their cellars 
y esterd ay to find eight or ten inches 
of w ater there. 
The high wqter flood ed the lower 
floor of one of the old bu ild ings oc­ 
cu pied by the Warfield & Witson f u r ­ 
nitu re factory , where Earl K ’tchen is 
raising a large nu mber of chickens. 
Du ring the night the water d rowned 
ov er two hu nd red v alu able fowls, so 
Mr. Kitchen say s that is a great 1 
to him.

This lesson, like the last one, is 
found only in Matthew, but a little 
earlier In these last days of His earth­ 
ly ministry, about the time that He 
brought salvation to the house of 
Zaccheus, Ile spake a parable because 
He was nigh to Jerusalem and be­ 
cause they thought that the kingdom 
of God should immediately appear 
(Luke xix, ll). 
These two parables 
cover the same period of time and 
teach virtually the same truths; they 
cover the time of the nobleman's ab­ 
sence in a far country to receive for 
himself a kingdom and to return, and 
during his absence the servants are 
expected to make diligent use of the 
pounds or talents with which they 
have been intrusted that they may 
give account of their stewardship at 
his returu. "Occupy till I come” is the 
word to every servant (Luke xix, 14). 
As both John and Jesus and the 
twelve and the seventy had all preach­ 


ed that the kingdom was at hand the. 
were all expecting it, not understand­ 
ing that, Messiah being rejected by the 
nation aud the rulers having deter­ 
mined to kill Him, the kingdom must 
wait till His return and the age of 
“the mystery of the kingdom” run its 
course. 
These parables tell of service 
In this present age and bring before 
us another phase of the readiness to 
meet Him at His coming. 
The re­ 
demption clothing, His righteousness. 
makes us fit and ready to meet Him 
at any time (Col. i, 12-14), but we are 
redeemed in order to serve Him, and 
for this service there will bo rewards, 
and it is His desire that we should re­ 
ceive a full reward and not be asham­ 
ed before Him at His coming (II John 
viil; I John ii, 28; Rev. xxii, 12). 
In the one parable each servant re­ 
ceives a pound; in the other each re­ 
ceives talents according to his ability. 
Every believer without exception re­ 
ceives the Holy Spirit in some measure, 
but the special gifts of the Spirit are 
given to every one sew: 'Iv as He will 
(I Cor. xii, 4-11, 18). This p; -' ate helps 
in some measure to unflerstatu 
oil; he 
pounds and the ta le rs . There ie. s* ti­ 
thing for every believer to do and bear, 
and it has long been a comfort to me 
to know that everything has been ap­ 
pointed for each individual before­ 
hand (Eph. ii. IO), and we have only to 
walk with Him in that which He ap­ 
points for us. 
I ain also comforted by 
remembering that Ho expects no serv­ 
ice for which Ile has not given the 
ability (I Pet. iv, IO, ll). 
It is the 
greatest folly to consider others and 


i the service they are rendering and aim 
• to do as they are doing, for the Lord 
appoints “to every man his work” 
(Mark xiii, 34). And “every one of us 
shall give account of himself to God” 
(Rom. xiv. 12). 
We are here as His 
witnesses to manifest His life, to show 
. forth His praises, to prove ourselves 
faithful stewards of 
His manifold 
grace, to serve the living aud true 
! God (Acts I. 8; II Cor. iv, IO) and our 
position in His kingdom will depend up­ 
on our faithfulness here. 
In the parable of the pounds the serv­ 
ants testified “Lord, thy pound hath 
1 gained ten pounds,” or “Lord, thy 
pound hath gained five pounds,” and 
the reward for their faithfulness, not 
success, was authority over ten cities 
j or five cities, conveying at least a sug- 
I gestion of our reigning with Him over 
the earth (Rev. v, IO). 
Iii the parable 
of the talents, the servants say, “I 
I have gained five talents more,” or “I 
have gained two other talents.” 
To 
each of these the commendation was 
just the same, for each had been 
equally faithful according to the abil­ 
ity given them. “Well done, good and 
I faithful servant; thou hast been faith­ 
ful over a few things; I will make thee 
ruler 
ver many things. 
Enter thou 
Into tic* joy of thy I» rd ” (verses 21, 
23). Note again that it is faithfulness, 
not success, that is commended. Com­ 
pare xxiv, 45. 
Ty ere Is here also the 
thought of ruling, but what the joy 
of the Lord can mean who can tell? 
We cannot even imagine much about 
either. 
It will all be far beyond our 
utmost thought. It will be His exceed­ 


ing abundantly above all we can ask 
or 
think. 
Listeu 
to 
His 
prayer, 
“Father, I will that they also whom 
Thou hast given Me be with Me where 
I am, that they may behold My glory 
which Thou hast given me” (John xvii, 
24). 
And not only behold but share 
His glory, for He said (verse 22), “The 
glory which Thou gayest Me I have 
given them, that they may be one even 
as we are one.” 
Note that it was the pound that 
gained the pounds, while the other 
said “I have gained other talents.”

Imagine a Christian say­ 
ing to the Lord.

His doom shows that 
he was never a true servant, for no 
true child of God can perish (John iii, 
16; x, 28). As to the phrase or saying, 
j “From him that hatli not shall be taken 
away even that which he hath” (verse 
20). it is explained by Luke viii, 18.

Oct. 7.—An attem p t 
to assassinate Prince Tsai Hsun, head 
of the imp erial Chinese nav al commis­ 
sion to the United States, as he left 
his sp ecial irafn at Oakland Mole last 
ev ening, was fru strated b£ Secret Ser­ 
v ice Agent Harry Moffatt, who arrest­ 
ed George Fong, a California-born Chi­ 
nese and a m ember of the Young 
China p arty, while drawing a loaded 
rev olv er from his p ocket. 
Fong 
was 
among 
the 
immense 
throng which lined the station p lat­ 
form to greet the p rince, and bu t for 
the fact that the train failed to stop 
at the usual p lace in the trainshed, he 
would hav e been successful. 
Moffatt had been p rev iously warned 
that an attem p t might be made on the 
life of the distingu ished v isitor, and 
whs on the lookout, Fong hav ing been 
p ointed out to him as a leading m em ­ 
ber of the Young China p arty. As the 
huge engine p assed the sp ot where it 
would usually stop , Fong ran with the 
crowd in an effort to be on the ground 
when the p rince landed. 
He took off 
his glov es w hen he was seized by Mof­ 
fatt and hastened from the ferryboat, 
while the p rince and his p arty were 
escorted to the nav al tug Unadilla. 
The arrest was made so quietly that 
no one of the large crowd, either with 
the p rince or among the commuters, 
knew of it. 
Fong made no secret of hiV inten­ 
tions when questioned, and declared 
he intended to rid ris country? of one 
of its enemies. 
He declared that as a 
m ember of the Young China p arty, he 
considered it his duty to kill the p rince 
and his aide and assist in the p rogress 
of the mov ement to free China of the 
rule of Mahchu.
